suitable cultivation methods, the use of clean and pure seed, will go a long 
way towards reducing the losses occasioned by weeds in this province 

Similar research work has been, and is being, carried on in the fight 
against diseases attacking wheat and other cereal grain crops. It is only 
necessary to refer to one of them—the efforts which are being made to 
breed a wheat that is not only resistant to the ravages of rust but that also 
contains those milling and baking attributes which makes Canadian hard 
red spring wheat so desirable in the export market. Recent reports indicate 
that success in this field of endeavor is crowning the efforts of technical 
workers, and it is probably only a matter of two or three years before the 
farmers will be able to seed their fields with a rust-resistant wheat of good 
milling and baking quality.

reasonable certainty might be made 
into something ‘‘rich and rare” if laid 
out in the first place as a harmonious- 
ly designed whole, instead of, as at 
present, by imposing a fragment of a 
gridiron upon a defenceless patch of 
prairie, In the large towns and cities 
the possibilities are so varied that I 
would not pretend to deal with them 
here. Finally, in the proyision of 
rural parks und pleasure resorts, in 
the preservation of historic and scenic 
sites, in the safeguarding of highways 
against uglifications and a_ general 
defence of aesthetic values wherever 


they are menaced, town and rural 


‘|planning may be expected to make 


itself an indispensable adjunct to our 
machine of government. 

But town planning must be more 
than an adjunct to the machine of 
government, Unless it can win for 
itself a niche in the hearts of the 
people it will never bring forth its 
best fruits. While it must be based 
upon practical science and organiza- 
tion, it must also draw its inspiration 
from a popular urge towards a finer 
and more beautiful community life. 

[t is because I believe that your 
Institute is a source and fountain 
head of just this kind of urge, that I 
have taken the liberty of asking you 
for your interest and sympathy in 
this activity and the extending of 
your fullest co-operation to Mr. Sey- 
mour, the Provincial Director of 
Town and Rural Planning.
